CHAPTER LYV.

AN ACT TO PROTECT BONA FIDE OCCUPANTS OF REAL
ESTATE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota;

Section 1. Where any person under color of title in
fee, and in good faith, has peacefully taken possession of o el
any land for which he has given a valuable consideration, Yo sompensidon
or when any person has taken possession ot any land un- o fmpravaments
der the official deed of any person or officer empowered

by law, or by any court of competent jurisdiction te sell
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land, and such persc}-n has no actual notice of any de-
fects invalidating sich deed, and such deed is regular
upon its face, I]Blthé“ such person nor his heirs, repre-
sentatives or asswn,s shall be ejected from such land,
except as heremafter provided, until compensation is
tendered him or therp for all improvements which he or
they may have made upon said land previous to actual
notice of the claim upon which the action is founded; or
in case of possession yinder an official deed, previous to
actuel notico of defects.invalidating the same.

Sec. 2. In any action to try the title to land the occu-
erovidons towe- pant may in addition te his other defences allege the
Ernet-',mig.:ﬁc ™ amouut and value of all’ improvements made by himself
e e, or those under whom he claims, and also the amount of

all taxes and assessments paid upon such land by himself
or those under whom he claims, and if the claim be under
an official deed, the purchase money paid therefor, the
claimant may reply alleging the value of the premises
without the improvements at the time of the commence-
ment of the action, and also the value of the yearly rent
of the land without the improvements during the posses-
gion of the occupant. In case the title is found io be in
the claimant, the jury or court, in case the action is tried
without a jury, shall assess the value of sll improvements
made and all taxes or assessments paid upon the land by
the occupant, or those under whom he claims, with inter-
est at seven per cent., and if his claims be under an official
deed, regular upon its face, and without actual notice of
any defect invalidating the same, shall also find the pur-
chase money paid by him or those under whom he claims,
with interest thereon at seven per cent. The jury or
court, in ease of trial by the court, shall also assess the
value of the land at the time of commencing the action,
without the improvements, and also the value of yearly
rent thereof during the occupant’s possession.

Sec. 3. Should claimant succeed in the action, execu-
When execution fion for possession shall mnot issue except as herein
o Ptmedon  provided, unless within one year from the readition of

the verdict or the finding of the court, the claimant pay
into court for the occupant the amount so found as the
value of the improvements, and also the amount of the
taxes or assessments, and also the purchase money if oc-
cupant claim under an eofficizl deed as aforesaid, with
interest thereon as aforesaid, less the assessed value ot
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the yearly rent of the land without the improvements,
during occupant’s possession.
Sec. 4. DUnless the occupant claims under an official
deed given' either to himself or to those under whom he pyther provi.
claims, as provided in section one of this act, the claim- He4 for settilcs
ant may within thirty days after rendition of the ver-
dict or finding of the court in his favor, serve upon the
occupunt a written demand that within one year he pay
claimant the sum assessed as the value of the land with- *
out improvements, less the taxes or assessmenits paid
thereon as aforesaid with interest as aforesaid. Such de-
mand shall be served and the service proved as in cose
of a summons, and shall then be filed with the clerk of the
court where the judgment was rendered. If occupant do
not, within the one year after the service of such demand,
pay into court for claimant the smount so demanded, he
shall forfeit ail claim to compensation, and execution may
then issue for the possession of the land. If he do so pay
into court the amount demanded, the court shall by decree
confirm the title in him. But when the occupant claims
under an officisl deed, as provided in section one of this
act, which is regular upon its face, and occupant had no
notice of any defect making it void, execution shall not
issue unless claimant within one year pay into court the
value of improvements, taxes, assessments, purchase
money and interest, as provided in section three of this
act: Provided, That when claimant has had notice, either
actual or constructive, of occupant’s possession, or when
the claim of the occupant is derived through or under
any entry in the land office of the United States, or the
official certificate, duplicate or receipt thereof, the pro-
visions of this section shall not apply and execution shall
not issue unless plaintiff comply with the provisions of
section three of this act.
Seo. 5. The word ¢« improvements” as used in this act
shall be construed to include all kinds of buildings jfences, «mprovements?
ditching, draining, grubbing, clearing, breaking, and all def=ed
other necessary or useful labor of permanent value to the
land,
Seo. 6. The occupast, in case of ejection, shall be
entitled to euter the land and gather aud remove all crops Occpsnt my
sown thereon previous to the entry of judgment against ™™ ™
him.
Sec. 7. In case an action i brought for damages for
trespass upon such land, or for the reats snd profits, or
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Appllationof e and occupation thereof, or in any other form, but
*  which action is in effect one testing the validity of the
title thereto, all the foregoing provisions of this act shall
so far as possible be complied with, and tife value of
all improvements, taxes and assessments and purchase
money, in case the occupant claims under an official deed,
with interest as aforesaid, shall be set off agninst any

such excess may be sot off against any judgment or judg-
ments that claimant or those elaiming under him may
subsequently obtain in any such or similar action relating
to said Jand.

In case the land has depreciated in value since
Whea land bas, its purchase at an official sale, the jury or court, ino case
P * of trial by the court, may allow such part only of the
purchase money as in their diecretion they may see fit.
Sgc. 9. When occupant holds as heir or devises, or as
antee, either immediate or remote, of any person who
Rned, when, ira non-resident of this state, the good faith of the origi-
nal taker shall be prezumed.
Sro. 10. All the provisions of this act shall apply to
Actapplies, whrn ppgag where occupant is not, as well as where he is, in
actual possession, and also to cases where the action is
brought by the occupant himself to determine an adverse
claim.
